OMMITTEE ON FAIR PLAY 


In San Francisco, a group of prominent citizens ‘re- 
cently organized the Committee on American Principles 
and Fair Play with its fundamentel purpose of support- 
ing the principles enunciated in the Constitution of 
the United States and of maintaining to that end, vn- 
impaired, the liberties guaranteed {nthe Bill of 
Rights, | i 

With President Robert Gordon Sproul of the niver- 
sity of Californie as its honorary chairman, the Com- 
mittee's officers and members include Vaurice E. Har- 
rissn, Dr. Arthur Cushman NcGiffert, Rabbi Irving E, 
Reichert, Dr. Paul S. Taylor, Galen M. Fisher, Alfred 
J. Lundberg, General David Prescott Barrows, Tully C. 
Knoles, Chester H, Rowell, Allen C. Plaisdell and 
others. 

Basing its stand on four pertinent beliefs, the Com- 
mittee sent each of the members of tho California logis-~ 
lature the following open letter: 

areh 15, 1943 
Capitol Building 
Sacramento; California 

Your initial acts asa lerislator have indionted 
to the people of this State that you recard this ses- 
sion as extraordinary. Tho standards which guide your 
decisions and by which your decisions will be neasured, 
are set above those of ordinary times. Wo noto with 
satisfaction the ovidences that you appreciate this 
state of affairs. 

Recognizing that in timosof acute stress people ero 
led easily into the advocacy of extreme and evor den- 
gorous measures Which in calmer devs would find little 
Support, end that saforguerds must be tuken, wo have 
formed this Committee on Americen Principles end Fair 
Play. Our purpose is to support the principles enun- 
ciated in the Constitution, and to thet ond to miin- 
tain unimpaired the liberties guaranteed in the Dill 
of Rights. As a West Coast body the Committee recog- 
nizes its distinctive obligation, for tho protection 
of all of us, to defend the liberties of lew-ntiding 
persons of Orientol ancestry. Against the beckrround 
of our nation et war we boliove that public impulses 
rosulting from inflamed passions hastily orystnllized 

into ill-considered lozislation prior to the perce to 
be established with the peoples of the Orient, sre to 
be distrusted, and that any proposals Tor suoh legis- 
lation should be carofully oxemined. 

We ere prepared ta assist you in your manifest in- 
tention, as = legislator, to uet not in torms of part- 
{sanship, but on the level of statesmanshir whieh this 
crisis of our nation and of’ the entiro world requires.
